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Plan for the future 

Residents have a chance to'control their own destiny'

POSSIBLE sites for thou¬ 
sands of new homes across 
Weymouth, Portland and 
West Dorset went on show 
when ideas were aired for 
a new Local Plan. 

Among sites being con¬ 


sidered for housing was 
land north of Littlemoor 
Road in Weymouth oppo¬ 
site the Co-operative store 


and land north and east of 
Chickerell, both of which 
could generate hundreds of 
new homes. 


Two more sites at Cross- 
ways and Charminster 
could also be identified for 
major housing develop¬ 
ments and hundreds more 
homes are suggested at a 
variety of smaller sites 


across the region. 

Other key proposals at 
the first feedback event in 
Weymouth Pavilion Ocean 
Room involved tourism 
and employment, coastal 
change to try and consider 
how to deal with future 
coastal erosion and ways of 
diversifying Weymouth 
and Portland’s tourism and 
capitalising on the 
Olympics to promote it to a 
worldwide audience. 

The document has al¬ 
ready asked people for 
their views and comments 
ahead of wider public con¬ 
sultation in 2012. 

Seven themes have 
emerged through a series of 
working groups and mem¬ 
bers of the public and 
stakeholders had a chance 
to review them at the 


Ocean Room. 

It was the next step to¬ 
wards trying to get the 
Weymouth, Portland and 
West Dorset Local Plan of¬ 
ficially adopted in mid- 
2013. 

Weymouth and Portland 
planning policy officer An¬ 
drew Galpin said other 
themes included coastal 
changes, sustainable com¬ 
munities and affordable 
homes. 

He added: “This Local 
Plan is vitally important 
for our area because it 
could govern people’s lives 
for 20 years. 

“By far and away the 
most important aspect is 
that this Local Plan will be 
a joint one serving both

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LANDLORD of the Hunters Lodge Inn, Neville 
Causley, has been running the pub and restau¬ 
rant between Lyme Regis and Axminster for eight 
years with wife Sarah, who also runs the Karizma 
Majorettes. The couple have two young sons, 
Jake and Harvey. 

Neville has been a member of Lyme Regis 
Lifeboat Crew since he was 18. He also organises 
the annual charity Santa sleigh, which tours the 
streets of Lyme Regis every Christmas, bringing 
much excitement to local children, and which is 
this year celebrating its 10th anniversary. 

Here, Neville talks about why he loves the fes¬ 
tive season and how he would like to see Lyme 
Regius developed in the future. 


■ WHAT do you enjoy about running The Hunters 
Lodge Inn? 

It is truly different to a normal job, it is a way of life. We 
have had some testing years, but we have achieved a 
great deal in that time. We have put an enormous 
amount of effort (and all of our money!) into this ven¬ 
ture. 

I am a very "hands-on" landlord and always have some¬ 
body to talk to. It is very hard work, and involves long 
hours, but is also very rewarding to hear so many good 
comments about the food, and the welcoming atmos¬ 
phere here at the pub. I am proud of what we have 
achieved. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in the Lyme Regis 
areas? 

I have spent my whole life within a seven-mile radius of 
Lyme Regis. It provides good schools for our children 
and I love being around the sea - it has a calming effect 
on me. There is a good community spirit in Lyme Regis, 
something that my parents encouraged me to acknowl¬ 
edge from a young age. Lyme is lucky to have a lot of 
willing people who give up their time to help others. 
Like any small town, it has its faults, but there are a lot 
worse places that you could be living in. 

■ WHAT would you change or add to the town? 

Affordable housing would be top of my list of improve¬ 
ments for Lyme. We were lucky that we had some sav¬ 
ings to start us on our housing ladder, but many young 
people who wish to stay here are forced to either rent 
or live with their parents. 

Although I know it's a controversial subject, and I re¬ 
alise it is dear to a lot of people, I would sell off the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre and like to see it redeveloped into a state 
of the art Jurassic Heritage/Visitor/Educational Centre. 
As it stands at the moment, it seems to be in need of 
such huge scale modernisation which I would imagine 
would cost hundreds of thousands of pounds. 



■ WHY did you start organising the Santa Sleigh? 

I moved to Seaton for two years. Whilst we were there 
we had a visit from Santa's sleigh run by the local Lions 
Club. My wife and I decided that when we moved back 
to Lyme we would start a similar thing. 

One of our friends told us of a disused sleigh from a 
carnival float which we could have on a housing estate 
in Honiton. We went to get it, and contacted Virgil 
Turner ( Lyme's Mr Christmas) got some of the lifeboat 
crew and friends together and took Santa and his sleigh 
out for five nights. 

Unfortunately, due to work commitments, I don't have 
so much time on my hands now, so Santa has to com- 
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plete his visit over two evenings! 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about it? 

I love the Christmas atmosphere. Wherever we go, 
around every street, children's faces light up with smiles 
and happiness (and grown- ups too!), and to top it off we 
raise some money to help somebody else. I strongly be¬ 
lieve that helping somebody else is one of the best feel¬ 
ings in the world. 

■ WHAT are you looking forward to this Christmas? 

A day off! And some quality time with my family. 

■ WHY did you join the lifeboat crew? 

I remember as a child hearing the maroons, and watch¬ 
ing the lifeboat go out from our loft window, shouting 
to my parents "the lifeboat is going out!" It is something 
that I wanted to do from an early age. I remember nerv¬ 
ously peering around the old boathouse door being 
greeted by Paul Wason and Jim Thomas and being wel¬ 
comed in for my first training session, and I've been there 
ever since. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I'm sure we would have a few holidays to places we 
would like to go. I would buy my wife a car, and Harvey a 
camper van, as he is always going on about them! I 
would also start a zoo up for Jake, who is very passionate 
about animals, and then we would set up a charity of 
some description, as there is such a huge difference that 
could be made with the sums of money people win 
nowadays.

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Double blow as search 
and rescue helicopter 
is to be scrapped 


WEYMOUTH and Portland suffered a second body 
blow after the Government said that Portland Coast¬ 
guard search and rescue helicopter is to be scrapped. 

The area is still reeling from a Government an¬ 
nouncement that the rescue operations centre in Wey¬ 
mouth is to be closed. 

Now civilian crews will eventually handle search and 
rescue duties previously carried out by the Royal Navy 
and the RAF. 

Up to 20 jobs will go at the Portland helicopter site 
when it ceases search and rescue in 2017, emergencies 


Serious injuries after stubbing 

A MAN is recovering in hospital from what police de¬ 
scribed as "very serious" injuries after being stabbed 
in Weymouth. 

The incident happened at night in the Stavordale 
Road-Granville Road area of town on November 25 th . 

Detectives want to identify a man seen running 
away from the scene who is described as black, six 
feet tall, in his early 20s, of skinny build. All his cloth¬ 
ing was black except for a red T-shirt under his top 
and a brown beanie-style hat.

The community fears that the Government’s deci¬ 
sion will cost lives, lives which the Portland helicop¬ 
ter regularly saves during up to 200 call-outs 
annually 

South Dorset MP Richard Drax pledged to continue 
fighting to save the helicopter while Weymouth and 
Portland community safety spokesman Councillor 
Geoff Petherick said: “I am obviously very disap¬ 
pointed because we have such a dangerous coastline 
round here. 

“The Government has to balance the books and I 
just hope they have looked at all the options because 
sending a rescue helicopter to us from Lee-on-Solent 
is not exactly just down the road and delays could 
cost lives.” 

Weymouth Harbour Board chairman Councillor 
Peter Farrell said: “There has been a Search and Res¬ 
cue helicopter based at Portland for more than 50 
years. 

“The decision to cease operations and rely on a hel¬ 
icopter based at Lee-on-Solent will create a situation 
which will, in my opinion, lead to loss of life because 
of the extra flying time needed to get here. Minutes 
count when you are adrift at sea.”

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Conference puts spotlight 
on mental health issues 


A RECENT conference to highlight mental health issues 
in Dorset was hailed a success. The event, which was held 
at Kingston Maurward College in Dorchester, brought to¬ 
gether a wide range of local and national organisations, 
healthcare professionals and people with personal expe¬ 
rience of mental health issues. 

The conference focused on how best to address issues 
surrounding mental health and provided a springboard for 
future collaboration between the sectors. 

One of the main objectives for the day was to deliver a 
new declaration with key objectives for mental health in 
Dorset that will make a lasting difference to people’s 
lives. 

The declaration was signed by Debbie Ward, director 
for adult and community services at Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, Jaqueline Swift, chairman of NHS Dorset and 
Jonathan Walsh from Dorset Health Care University 
Foundation Trust. 

The declaration pledge to reduce stigma and discrimi¬ 
nation, promote mental health and enable people to live 
the lives they want to live. 

One of the highlights was an address by Bruce Calder- 
wood, director for Health and Disabilities with the De¬ 
partment of Health, who gave an insight into the 
Government’s new mental health strategy and how to im¬ 


prove outcomes for people experiencing mental health 
problems. 

Councillor Michael Bevan from Dorset County Council 
and champion of mental health, said: “At any one time 
one worker in six will be experiencing depression, anxi¬ 
ety or a problem relating to stress and the cost to the econ¬ 
omy is £26 billion each year. 

“We hope that the new declaration for mental health in 
Dorset will be a shared vision for the future that will en¬ 
courage anyone involved to take action. We want to en¬ 
courage organisations across Dorset to sign up and pledge 
their support. 

“We hope this conference will mark the start of a new 
era of greater cooperation between organisations and 
leave a lasting legacy for mental health in Dorset. 

“The conference gave us an excellent opportunity to ex¬ 
plore ways to improve outcomes for people experiencing 
mental health problems and focus on how to make serv¬ 
ices more user-friendly. 

Representatives from over 30 organisations attended the 
conference including NHS Dorset, HMP VERNE, Dorset 
Mental Health Forum, West Dorset District Council, 
Dorset County Council, the Armed Forces and many oth¬ 
ers.

Presentations for merit 
from civic society 


EVERYTHING from a new fire station, a 
pub, a bridge to gardens and a listed build¬ 
ing featured in the 2011 Weymouth Civic 
Society annual awards. 

Leading the way was the new commu¬ 
nity firestation on Radipole Lane and the 
conversion of the former Greenhill Hotel 
into four apartments at Somerset House 
and Lodge, Greenhill, which both won 
Certificates of Merit. 

The society described the fire station as 
“a striking new building of innovative 
modern design” which provides “a valu¬ 
able amenity and brings the emergency 
services closer to the community” while it 
said that work on the hotel has seen it 
“sympathetically converted” into spacious 
accommodation. 

Commendations went to 67 & 67A 
Great George Street in Weymouth where 
a “well mannered” and “carefully de¬ 
signed” shop with an apartment above had 
achieved “a notable improvement in the 
local street scene”, to the listed building 
75 The Esplanade for its sympathetic re¬ 
furbishment and to the Ship Inn on Cus¬ 
tom House Quay for the “transformation” 
of a 20 th century extension so it now har¬ 
monises well with the original 17 th century 
inn. 

A Special Commendation went to the 
Governor’s Garden at Grove, Portland, for 
its restoration for Portland Community 
Partnership which has created “an attrac¬ 
tive and peaceful amenity, botanical value, 
and a recreational and educational venue 
for schools and other groups”. 

Letters of Appreciation were awarded 
for the council’s pavement widening on 
The Esplanade and for the repair and 
restoration of the Sudan Road bridge. 

Other projects commended during the 
year were the “thoughtful” refurbishment 
of the Queens Hotel in King Street and 
work which “greatly enhanced” the ap¬ 
pearance of the Pavilion Theatre. 

There was also a Special Commendation 
for Practical Artistry for carved stone pan-

els on Portland at the approach to Easton’s 
new Tesco store depicting aspects of is¬ 
land life which the Society said “en¬ 
livened and enhanced” the area. 

Society chairman Terry Landsbert wel¬ 
comed guests, society planning sub-com¬ 
mittee chairman Mike Martin detailed 
each scheme and society president Pru 
Bollam presented the awards.

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Considering Olympic transport proposals

B USINESSES were given a glimpse of what they 
can expect with transport and travel arrangements 
when an Olympic awareness event was held in 
Weymouth. 

The workshop event at the Centenary Club, which was 
jointly organised by the Olympic Delivery Authority, 
Weymouth and Portland and Dorset county councils, fo¬ 
cussed on the area’s holiday industry and attracted more 
than 60 participants. 

ODA spokesman Jon Foley introduced the event and 
said others were planned weekly until April 2012. 

He added: “What we wanted to do was encourage all 
the businesses attending our event to think about how 
they operate from a travel and transport point of view. 

“This will help them identify things they may want to 
do differently during the Olympic period to help manage 
the influx of spectators so everyone has a great experi¬ 
ence.” 

He said areas for consideration included businesses 
chatting with their guests ahead of arrival so that visitors 
can plan their way to Weymouth and Portland and be 
aware of the traffic and travel situation they will be fac¬ 
ing. 

Mr Foley added: “We also encouraged them to think 
about the time and process by which they receive their 
supplies so that they are not interfered with by Games 
arrangements during what will clearly be a very busy pe¬ 
riod. 

“Finally we urged businesses to encourage their staff to 
look at their travel arrangements so they are not disrupted 
by the Olympics and they can ensure that they arrive for 
work on time. 

“It is really important for businesses to start planning 
and we hope our event brought home to them some of the 
things they need to consider.” 

Future events range from drop-in sessions for informa¬ 
tion to practical workshops. Full details are available on 
dorsetforyou.com. 


A RAFT of Olympic trans¬ 
port proposals have 
been unveiled including 
shutting Weymouth Es¬ 
planade, part of King 
Street and Westham 
Road daily to cars from 
lOam-IOpm during sail¬ 
ing events. 

Other measures in¬ 
clude parking permits for 
seafront businesses and 
hotel guests, check¬ 
points to ensure only 
drivers with permits get 
to seafront parking and 
the ferry terminal and 
using the Swannery car 
park as a transport nerve 
centre for 120 buses to 
drop people off from 
park and ride sites. 

There will also be spe¬ 
cial disability parking in 
Park Street for 60 Blue 
Badge holders as well as 
18 accessible shuttle 
buses while Weymouth 
Railway Station parking 
will become a pedestrian 
queue point with park¬ 
ing switched to land be¬ 
hind the station. 

The transport meas¬ 
ures, which were re¬ 
vealed during an 
Olympic awareness 
event at the Centenary 
Club, also went on show 
at a variety of drop-in 
events including one in 
Weymouth community 


safety centre at the new 
fire station on Radipole 
Lane, Weymouth. 

There visitors saw ex¬ 
tensive details of propos¬ 
als which provoked 
widely varying reactions 
on a comment board 
from "a fantastic oppor¬ 
tunity for us" and "very 
exciting" to "when did 
the Olympic committee 
buy Weymouth?" and: 
"Just confirmed that it 
will be better to be away 
for the whole period." 

Among hundreds who 
attended was seafront 
kiosk businessman 
Daren Deadman who 
welcomed the event and 
said: "It was really useful 
because the town is 
going to be packed for 
the Olympics and I have 
to know how I can get 
my supplies and my staff 
in to work on time. We 
just have to make sure 
we are busy rather than 
chaotic." 

The drop-in session al¬ 
lowed people to see 
Olympic proposals, ask 
questions and disucss 
any concerns they had, 
said event organiser 
Duncan Flint for Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
2012 operations team. 

He added: "We had 
more than 500 residents 


attend the three drop-in 
sessions at Portland, Wey¬ 
mouth and Dorchester 
and we are planning to 
run further sessions in 
Spring 2012. 

"The main reaction has 
been one of keen interest 
in the Olympic details. 
People didn't always 
agree with them, but they 


wanted to know what 
was happening so they 
could organise their lives 
during the Games. 

"These were the last 
general public Olympic 
events before Christmas 
although some business- 
related consultations will 
continue right up to and 
beyond Christmas."

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How to care for 'baby 
boomer' generation 


THE future needs of the “Baby Boomer” generation have 
been made the subject of a recent study. 

The study “The Baby Boomers or Bust” was funded by 
the National Lottery and carried out in conjunction with 
Age UK. It looked at the needs of the generation of “Baby 
Boomers”, born between 1945 and 1965, as they enter 
their twilight years. 

Information on 217 local baby boomers was gathered 
by researchers with the help of a number of local organ¬ 
isations including Chancery House, the Bridport Citizens 
Advice Bureau and the Bridport and Beaminster U3A. 
Stalls were also setup at Morrissons supermarket in Brid¬ 
port and the Co-Operative supermarket in Lyme Regis. 

As well as looking at the future needs and wants from 
the “baby boomers” it also looked at other successful care 
providers in Dorset and identified potential funding 
sources for the future.

Main researcher Ruth Gaunt carried out the study in 
conjunction with Age Concern at Chancery House. 

The study revealed four key areas for change with the 
arrival of the “Baby Boomer’ generation. These were 
work and learning, health, family structures and commu¬ 
nity engagement. 

Among the findings, popular ideas for future activities 
and services included walking groups, advanced areas of 
computer training, exercise classes for bone health and 
joint mobility, a Men’s explorer group and a specialist 
beauty therapy service for women. 

Consultant Ian Buchanan presented the findings of the 
research to interested parties at Chancery House last 
week.

CHRISTMAS is getting closer and closer and 
panic buying is starting to set in.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


THE AMERICAN poet Sarah Helen Whitman was 
born in Providence, Rhode Island in 1803 and 
died there in 1878. She is chiefly known for her 
engagement to Edgar Allan Poe. Although the 
two never married Sarah remained his defender 
and admirer as this sonnet she wrote to him 
shows. 

TO EDGAR ALLAN POE 

If thy sad heart, pining for human love, 

In its earth solitude grew dark with fear, 

Lest the high Sun of Heaven itself should prove 
Powerless to save from that phantasmal sphere 
Wherein thy spirit wandered, - if the flowers 
That pressed around thy feet, seemed but to bloom 
In lone Gethsemanes, through starless hours, 
When all who loved had left thee to thy doom,- 
Oh, yet believe that in that hollow vale 
Where thy soul lingers, waiting to attain 
So much of Heaven's sweet grace as shall avail 
To lift its burden of remorseful pain, 

My soul shall meet thee, and its Heaven forego 
Till God's great love, on both, one hope, one 
Heaven bestow. 

This seasonal sonnet is also by Whitman. I love 
the sound of the Indian names for the North 
America rivers, which the settlers were wise 
enough to retain. The Moshassuck is, of course, 
in Rhode Island. The Narragansett Indian name 
means "river where the moose watered". 

A NOVEMBER LANDSCAPE 

How like a rich and gorgeous picture hung 
In memory's storied hall seems that fair scene 
O'er which long years their mellowing tints have flung! 

The way-side flowers had faded one by one, 
Hoar were the hills, the meadows drear and dun, 
When homeward wending, 'neath the dusky screen 
Of the autumnal woods, at close of day, 


As o'er a pine-clad height my pathway lay, 

Lo! at a sudden turn, the vale below 
Lay far outspread, all flushed with purple light; 
Gray rocks and umbered woods gave back the glow 
Of the last day-beams, fading into night; 
While down a glen where dark Moshassuck flows, 
With all its kindling lamps the distant city rose. 

Another early American poet was the author of 
our third verse. Philip Freneau (1752-1832), 
sometimes called the'Poet of the American Rev¬ 
olution'. When I read this poem about an apple I 
imagine it could be an allegory about one of the 
oldest people on the planet. 

ON OBSERVING A LARGE RED-STREAK APPLE 

In spite of ice, in spite of snow, 

In spite of all the winds that blow, 

In spite of hail and biting frost, 
Suspended here I see you tossed 
You still retain your wonted hold 
Though days are short and nights are cold. 

Amidst the system of decay 
How could you have one wish to stay? 

If fate or fancy kept you there 
They meant you for a 'Solitaire'. 

Were it not better to descend, 

Or in the cider mill to end 
Than thus to shiver in the storm 
And not a leaf to keep you warm - 
A moment then, had buried all, 

Nor you have doomed so late a fall. 

But should the stem to which you cling 
Uphold you to another spring, 

Another race would round you rise 
And view the stranger with surprise, 

And, peeping from the blossoms say 
Away old dotard, get away! 


Alas! small pleasure can there be 
To dwell, a hermit, on the tree - 
Your old companions, all, are gone, 
Have dropt and perished, every one; 
You, only, stay to face the blast, 

A sad memento of the past.

Ford clears up the 
risks from frozen cars 
windscreens this winter 

FORD is alerting motorists to the hazards which uncleared 
snow and ice can cause on cars. Drivers risk their car, driving 
licence and safety by failing to take simple steps to clear 
their vehicle windscreen in icy weather. 

Ford is urging motorists to'warm up for winter'and prop¬ 
erly manage all aspects of car maintenance and prepara¬ 
tion for driving in cold and icy conditions as the weather 
forecast predicts chillier days ahead. 

Stuart Southgate, Ford's automotive safety office director, 
said:"Being able to clearly see where you are driving is per¬ 
haps the most obvious and basic safety requirement for 
motorists. Failing to take proper care to clear windscreens 
can have serious consequences not just for drivers, but for 
pedestrians and other road users too." 

If motorists do not wait for the whole windscreen to clear 
and instead drive with just a small 'porthole' of visibility 
ahead they can face a driving ban. 

An Essex police spokesperson said: "Failing to clear your 
windscreen of ice or frost constitutes careless driving, and 
would be punishable with points on your licence and a fine. 
The exact penalty is dependent on the circumstances and 
severity of the offence committed, and would be decided 
in a criminal court." 

Drivers who run the car engine to heat the windscreen 
but leave the vehicle unattended - known as'frosting'-a re 
committing an offence if the vehicle is left on a public high¬ 
way. Although leaving a car running on a private driveway 
isn't breaking the law, it is a prime target for opportunistic 
thieves.

“It's something that we will just have to 
wait and see what happens which won't be 
until the first part of next year." 

Doonan overwhelmed by the turnout, ad¬ 
dressed the packed club house. "It's nice to 
see so many faces; I only wish that I could 
see you every week at a speedway meet¬ 
ing. We have been fighting a battle and 
getting nowhere, with regards to a return 
to the stadium. 

“Although we have support from our 
local MP's and a Dorset County Councillor 
who are all for the speedway to stay, un¬ 
fortunately we can't force someone to rent 
us something if they don't want to. 

“Next year the eyes of the world will be 
on Weymouth so it would be good to get 
something organised this year ready for 
next March and the start of the season." 

Former team manager Jem Dicken said: 
"It’s heart breaking. The weeds are six foot 
high, the acoustic fence stripped out, the 
lights are gone; it resembles a building site. 
I don't think it's going to happen back 
there, we need to look elswhere." 

Allan concluded: "The future looks 
much more positive. Hopefully one day in 
the not too distant future the Weymouth 
speedway will once again have their own 
home. 

“We will keep on working behind the 
scenes to try and make the dream become 
reality."

AN INNOVATIVE new hydro-foil sailing catamaran which took 
15 years to develop by a team of aerospace engineers has 
just undergone an intensive two week sea trial at the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland National Sailing Academy (WPNSA). 

Chris Edwards, one of the design team of the 26ft catama¬ 
ran known as C-FLY which is leading the way in a new di¬ 
mension of high speed sailing, explained his reasoning for 
selecting the venue which is hosting the London 2012 
Olympic Games and Paralympic Games. 

"C-FLY can reach up to 40 knots in the right conditions and 
therefore we require a very large expanse of water to con¬ 
duct our trials. We recognised the WPNSA as having one of 
the most extensive and sheltered harbours in the UK that is 
available for sailing. This gave us confidence that we could 
complete the trials in a controlled environment." 

After crossing Portland Harbour at speeds above 25 to 30 
knots, the trials were continued outside the harbour in Wey¬ 
mouth Bay. This provided conditions for open sea trials in 
the English Channel, a real test for any craft. 

Encountering waves of 1.5 metres, C-FLY demonstrated 
her exceptional sea-keeping and ability to continue hydro- 
foiling safely at speed, a clear aim of this project that seeks 
to solve the difficulties of sailing at very high speeds both 
safely and in comfort.

THERE was not too much rugby played locally on Satur¬ 
day.

Simkin bows out on low note 



Dorchester Town 1 Gosport Borough 2 - Att: 381 DORCH¬ 
ESTER Town were dumped out of the FA Trophy following a 
lacklustre performance against lower-league Gosport Bor¬ 
ough. 

The result was a cruel twist to what could be the end of 
Phil Simkins reign as caretaker manager since taking over 
from Ashley Vickers at the end of October, with the club 
ready to announce the new manager at Tuesday's Fans 
Forum. 

Simkins had propelled the club to midtable league safety 
with a six match unbeaten run prior to the game, and had 
put himself in line to making the job permanent. 

The Magpies never really threatened to show their pyra¬ 
mid superiority, and even when Ben Dickenson gave them 
hope of salvaging something 20 minutes from the end they 
rarely showed the slick passing and control instilled in them 
by Simkin. 

There was an early strike from Dickenson that sailed well 
wide, but in general it was pretty dour stuff for the first quar¬ 
ter as Gosport under no real pressure anywhere around the 
pitch were allowed to ease themselves into the game. 

They finally produced their first effort on 22 minutes but 
Justin Bennett's 20 yard strike went well wide of the upright. 
A minute later Jake Smeeton's mistake let in Bennett who 
ran forward before hitting a low left foot shot that had Alan 
Walker-Harris sprawling to his left to turn it behind for a cor¬ 
ner. 

With the pressure on, Gosport scored two minutes later 
when the unmarked George Way received the ball on the 
right hand corner of the penalty box. 

The diminutive winger had time to take a touch before 
driving a low shot across and beyond Harris-Walker into the 
opposite corner.

Moments later Beazley was left 
stranded as Byerley lifted his shot over 
him, but it struck the cross bar and was 
cleared. 

Weymouth might still have snatched 
victory at the death, but Beazley once 
again thwarted Byerley by grabbing his 
header.
